The Capital Bible Seminary in 1972 reached 
part of its goal in moving to the new campus in 
Lanham, Maryland. This has provided a greater 
degree of integration with the undergraduate 
school and a greater facility in carrying out the 
program of the seminary. 


The move to Maryland also involved a new edu- 
cational jurisdiction which has lent an entirely 
new perspective to the curriculum. The Mary- 
land State Department of Education advised the 
offering of a Ih.M, degree in view of the fact 
that it builds on a Bible College preparation. 
The Th.M. is normally a four year program. 
Therefore, the Seminary is requiring thirty 
semester hours of Bible and Theology and 
twelve hours of Greek as prerequisites. One 
quarter of the curriculum has also been set 
aside for supervised, practical training. 

These new moves greatly enhance the effective¬ 
ness of Capital Bible Seminary in preparing 
men for the ministry.

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The evening and extension schools of the Washington Bible College are com- 
mitted to involving individuals who are unable to study God's Word in the day 
school.

SERVICE
